Ch 19 & ajane is a very attractive woman. She is friendly, outgoing, warm and 
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“sincere. She is everything a man could ever want for a wife. 
In high school, Jane did everything she could to please her parents. She 
participated in sports, clubs and various social activities while receiving 
very respectable grades. Unquestionably she was popular with her peers. 
Yet, it is so very unfortunate that Jane’s younger sister, Jennifer, was 
always the favorite. Jennifer, in the eyes‘of her parents, William 

and Elizabeth, could do no wrong. No matter how hard Jane tried she 
always ranked second. She cravd the love, respect and admiration that 
Jennifer possessed. Jane’s goal in life was to make her parents proud. 

Tn the Fall of 1977, Jane left her home to pursue a quality college educa- 
tion. Good grades and a good career would make her parents proud. It was 
just two months later that a tragic, terrifying and devasting series of events 
occurred, events which have scarred the rest of her life. 

Jane graduated in May of 1982 and today she is still the second favorite 
daushter. Elizabeth claims her daughter is irresponsible and lazy and 
William says Jane is immature. They donot understand why Jane Qlunders: 
through life. She stays out “‘all night” with her boyfriend, she does not help 
take care of the house and she is not wholeheartedly seekingacareer. Inthe 
meantime, Jennifer is receiving straight A’s at college and receiving moun- 
tains of support. If only Jane’s folks knew what happened one cold Satur- 
day night in the Fall of 1977. 
Jane and some of her girlfriends went on a road trip to a nearby college 
where they had heard of a party. About 10 p.m. they arrived at the Psi Mu Nu 
fraternity house. There was plenty of beer and blaring music. Jane and her 
girlfriends were careful not to drink too much, for they had heard some 
terrible stories about fraternity parties. About 11 p.m. a cute guy 
approached Jane and said that he wanted to talk with her. He took ker to 
another room where it was quieter and there they began to have a nice 
conversation. Then, without forewarning, Jane received a blow to the back 
of her head, she was knocked out cold. 

Then-a group of guys entered the room. They stripped her of her new 
clothes, and proceeded to pin Jane down. While four brothers held her arms 
and legs, the remaining three took turns penetrating her vagina and anal 
cavity. Jane regained consciousness about midnight, only to discover in 
horror seven men arguing over whose turn would be next. How frightened 
she was is beyond the terror’s worst conceptualization. Unabletomoveor 
scream, she laid enduring great pain at the cost of cheap pleasures. One 

after another, she was raped again and again. And whenthebrotherswere | 
finished inflicting devastation for the sake of their plesures, they laughed 
cruelly and viciously. One remarked, “thanks bitch, come again.” 

Like a wounded civilian, Jane gathered enough energy to put her clothes 
on, those that she could find. Manifested with humility, anger and pain, she 
grabbed her shoes and started walking home barefoot. It was 1:30 a.m. 

Her friends, utiable to find Jane earlier, had gone out for a quick bite to eat. 

As they were returning to the fraternity house from a delayed restaurant 

snack, they found Jane stumbling homeward and picked her up. Jane said 

nothing to her friends, for she was too ashamed. 

Three months later Jane had to have an abortion. Having no money, she 
had to call her parents, who, of course, were not proud. Jane explained to 
her folks that it was a boyfriend for she was too ashamed to tell the truth. 

For the remainder of her college career, Jane searched for love and honor. 
The rape had left her empty and insecure. Once, during her senior year, she 
found aman she thought she could love and trust, but he left her six months 
pregnant. Another phone call was made home, and more pride was 
destroyed. 

Jane is my bride to be and I will never leave her. I hope William and 
Elizabeth will read this, for Jane needs more hugs and kisses that I, alone, 
can give her. She needs to be told she is loved and praised for her accomp- 
lishments, not ridiculed for her mistakes and misfortunes. 

And I hope the women on this campus will learn from this truestory. You 
must remember that a woman’s body in a fraternity house, especially at 
night, is no more sacred than toilet tissue. There are more rapes on this | 
campus than Public Safety would like us to believe, for rape is bad publicity 
for the college. It is tremendously unfortunate that there are so many like 
Jane who are too ashamed.
